C. D. Lowe, extension animal husbandman for the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has published a statement showing how the use of 
Shorthorn bulls can increase efficiency and produce more beef, according to 
tests at the livestock experiment station in Miles City, Mont. The study 
included 57 steers from Hereford cows and sired by Shorthorn bulls, and 
67 purbred Hereford steers. In each of two years the crossbred steers were 
heavier at birth than the purebreds. This advantage increased at weaning 
time, and at the end of the feeding period the crossbreds outweighed the 
purebreds by an average of 68 pounds per head. All the steers were fed and 
handled alike and marketed at about 900 pounds. 

The crossbred calves gained more rapidly in the feed lot than the pure- 
breds, and dressed and graded higher on foot and in the carcass. The sales 
prices were approximately the same, but the crossbreds returned $10.39 a 
head greater profit than the purebreds. The crossbreds had fewer digestive 
disorders and generally were less variable.
